Miss J. Hcrriot Gives Health 
Lecture to Frcshettes 



Outlining tho four essential consti- 
tuents ot a well-balanced diet as car- 
bohydrates, protetds, minerals,, and 
vltamcns. JUss J. Herrlott, director of 
the department ot Physical Educa- 
tion yesterday gave the third of a scr- 
ies of health lectures for frcshettes. 
These lectures aro given at tho R.V.C. 
under tho auspices of the Department 
of Physical Education. 

In order to avoid Indigestion, stu- 
dents' were urged to cat in quiet, clean 
Iiiaccs; to oat'slowly; avoid over and 
under eating, and to bo cheerful when 
partaking food. 

Miss Herrlott then briefly outlined 
tho causes of indigestion attributing 
theso to Improper food. Improper cook- 
ing 1 lollywooiVs eighteen day diet, 
eating when tired, eating fiulckly, de- 
fective teeth and various diseases. 

A proper diet should l.icludc some 
fresh food and vegetables every day, 
some eggs and meat and not too much 
of starchy foods. Milk, the speaker 
pointed out, la an essential even for 
adults.

DICTATE D BY SCIENCE 

Recent Advances Necessitate 
Co-opcrntinn in Public 
Policy An«l Business 

Answering hl.^ ovin question, "Wha.t 
Is tho antidote for the dominance of 
.Machlavcllliin principles in tho world 
ot tod.-iy.- Dr. Charles Colby, formol' 
head ot the department of History, 
rc-plled ycftorday afternoon: "I sub- 
nilt that the only remedy Is to b« 
found in a charge from tho narrow 
selfishness to which I ha.ve referred- 
lo a selfLihness which Is broader}' 
Tho occasion waa .a Icoturc to senior 
students in the dop.Trlments ot Econo- 
m!c.s and Polltlcal .Sclenco and " of 
History In room 41 of the .\rts 
Building. 

Dr. Colby left his work at .^rcGIIl 
many years ago to devote his ablll- 
îlf's to an cver-wldonlng activity in 
financial matters. Ever since, as Dr. 
Leacock pointed out at tho conclusion 
of the addres.i, attempts have' been 
made to have Dr. ("ulby return to 
-peak to .oomo of the yenlor students." 
In an Informal way. At last ho wia| 
able to do this ye.itcrday, and c1i6bo| 
for his subject "Tho Broader Sclflslil.' 
nes.", A Comment on Statecraft," 
Must Turn From Machlavelli 

Tho broader selfishness which Dr. 
Colby developed In his address was 
a policy which ho .htihl up as the an- 
tlthc'ls ot the principles advocated by 
.\l.iL-hi.-uplll in "Tho Prince." "They 
.^ro the most overshadowing Influence 
ot modern s'.atecraft," ho said. "They 
con be said to dlct-ito modern policy. 
If we only substltiito tho word 'Stato' 
for 'Prlnre.' The m.i.tlni 'Do unto 
others as they wotild do to you. 
only do it first' holds good today as' 
well as at any other time." He quot- 
'd a statement by Cavour: "It we did 
for our.'îelvcs v, h.it wo ilo every day 
for Italy, we should consider ourselves 
scoundrels."

Election time has come, again. Nino* 
teen men liave been nominated to fill five 
positions and the remaining three offices 
Jiftve been awardetl by acclamation. Last 
year there were only twelve men named al- 
together, and four received the accolade by 
unanimous choice. This should indicate 
.something; and perhaps it does, but most 
of us -will be quite content to see the dif- 
ference put down to pure chance. There 
has been no noticeable increase of interest 
in student elcction.s, and although the elec- 
torate voted more heavily in December for 
the Council members than they had done 
*,he year before, no very lasting indication 
of healthy improvement can be deduced. 

Concerning these elections our policy 
must be one of strict neutrality. Nothing 
in the Daily can recommend one man over 
another; ■wo can only present the candi- 
dates, report their platforms and urge un- 
dergraduate voters to exercise the fran- 
chise. 

It is the intention of the Daily next 
Wednesday to run a "Platform Issue" in 
which the candidates for all offices will be 
invited to send in their views in writing for 
publication. These will be set up in some 
convenient way for ready reference. Be- 
.sides thiBi,iit;-i8 the intention of the Stu- 
dents' Council to have the candidates make 
short addresses to the students sometime 
before polling date. In this way it will be 
impossible for anyone to plead that he is 
not acquainted with the proposal of the 
persons who are seeking election. 

.Voting will be held, as usual, in the 
Union. The date has been set for the 11th 
of March. Many have recently objected to 
having polling booths in the Union and the 
Engineers went so far as to lodgeAan of- 
ficial complaint. It is true thaMhere will 
be fewer votes cast than would be the case 
if the different faculties ran the polling 
but it has the advantage that every ballot 
cast in the Union is an interested ballot 
and that the voter there knows why and 
for whom lie is voting. 

As to the abilities and qualities of the 
various candidates the Daily can have no 
opinion. We can only remark that the 
three acclamations have gone to men who 
will fill tiicir offices very well as for the 

i-est may the best men poll the most 

votes.

A Spiritualist's Meeting 

As Recorded by JkJVX'. 

It appcu'Od that an ovansoli^t by the nuino 
ot Moffct had doi-lni'ca thai aplrituallsni wea 
the bunk und thnt the spirits woi'o going to an- 
swer him at . a' public mcetins. '1 and my worthy 
coUcngue Jn Uila august literary onterprlse, find- 
ing that thci'o wore no good shows In town, de- 
cl'dcd to go to tho meeting. AVo arrived onrty and 
amused oursclvai by cxamlnlng tho uudionoo. It 
conaiiitcd mostly of women iteemlneb' in' various 
stages ot hysteria and neurosl.^. 

' Al tho appointed hour a gontleman aroso and 
mumbled a prayer over u« asking 06û to oblige 
by provldlnf psychic vibratlonH siuitablo for the 
successful transmission of mcsstiscH, and said thnt 
his wife's Spirit Control would addrOKS us. Tho 
(wlfo who was also the medium) arose, fat and uri- 
splrllual In a white dress, to tho sound of muslo 
and ABSurod us thnt onco her spirit control cot 
into her ah« waa quite unconscious 'of what words 
were Issuing from her mouth. It was tho aplrlt 
talking and not she. "We liad to bo suro to under- 
stand that She lisped Bllghily, spoke with a Scotch 
accent, .and occnslon.illy used bud srrammcr. The 
musio became mystical, and the lady uasumlng a 
dying-duck expression went off Into a trance. 

In a few minutes tho voice of her spj^j^gc^. 
trol began to Issue, malo and sepulchral, fronTncr 
unconscious lips. The yplrlt was evidently sore al 
Kvangcllst Moffct. It appeared that ho had talked 
!i over with his fellow eptrits and they had de- 
cided that Moffet was a very elementary sped- 
men of animal life. Furthermore it appeared that 
the Spirit (who was now talking through the body 
of tho medium) hod been present at Mr. Motfct's 
lecture. And, more wonderful still, tho spirit Bpoko 
not as ono would expect a spirit to speak, but from 
the viewpoint of x human being! It was a most 
rcmarkablo spirit. As it went on talking it began 
to lisp .illghtly, to lose its male tone and speak 
with .a femalo enunciaUon, to develop a Scotch 
accent, to use bad grammer. And tho more excited 
It became (and it was vary excited) tho thicker 
became the accent and the worse tho grammer. 
Evidently educational facilities In Spirit Land 
were nut all that they should be. 

The Spirit, as I havo said, had taken a violent 
dislike to Mr. Moffet, but, strangely enough. It 
deemed Incensed not over what Mr. Moffct had 
said in diipartigcmcnt of it and its fellow spirits, 
but what he had said about mediums. That, of 
course, wan very noble of it, but then one would 
think that it would naturally havo said u few 
words on behalf of itself and its kindred before de-

cendo) that the Holy Godhead (Spirit's voice 
cracking) would let dcvlla come back to deceive 
you'/" The audience, much moved by this tawdry 
appeal to its emotions, considered thia point finally 
scored off against' Mr. Moffct. But tho evangelist, 
according to tho spirit, had gone even Curllier. He 
had blamed the present economic depression of 
i-plrltuallsm. (This %às|aÎ!^ewJbkplà^ for mo). 
Tho heads of Bovcrnmenis,' In whose affairs the 
Spirit evidently took keen Interest and gave ovld- 
enco ot havini; read the Montreal Dally Star, tho 
heads of governmcnta consulted mediums, had been 
deceived by the aforementioned devils, and tho 
present, business depression was the result. Thia 
the Spirit vigorously denied. Mr. Moffet had furlhw 
declared that mediums had in tho Orient built 
temples to sftcred cows and holy bulls. "Sacred 
cows and holy bulls", repeated the Spirit several 
times In a tone of awe. This phrase tickled tho 
fancy of my companion and tho Insertion of a 
handkerchief between tho upper and lower Jaw was 
required. When It had successfully disposed ot the 
rcmuins of the unfortuniite Mr. Moffct the Spirit 
went on to a discussion of the soul. "Tho soul," 
bellowed the Spirit, forcing tho hands ot the 
medium through illustrallvo gestures, "tho soul is 
Inviolable, invincible, indivisible."

mine," answers a fat old lady with a Scotch accent 
that would havo rteflcrl tlie cutting propensities of 
a hu27, saw, "that Is for me." "Ah," says the 
medium' ïoulfully gasslnsr Into space and swaying, 
"jou have ctrlain condilloni! that you want clear-

Oo you .■■uffwr 
with headaohèsV" (A qiiestlou which nine out of 
ten women W-ould have anaweivd with yes) "No," 
the initials on tlio envelope. "Thiii'o are certain 
condltloiiH you want cleuring up, la not thai so'."'

(c) and old man, (d) a young man. the spirits 
nearly always Instigated the madluni to ask (a) If 
the party had a son or a daughter In Spirit Land, 
(b) a father or a mother, (c) a daiiglitcr or n wifo, 

(d) a father, a mother or a chum— wlio could also 
he a brothel". Let me civa a fcw'oDCcIfic cases aa 
I remember them. 

"XiY.," says the medium, flourishing nn en- 
velope, "\Vhoso (lucstlon la that',' X.V." "That Is 
says Scotty, "Xo I don't." "Well," says tho medium, 
not at all abashed, "well, maybe you will. You 
better take care ot yourself, sha then opened tho 
envelope and feud the question to herself. "In 
answer to your nueetlon," says tho medium. "J 
should E.ny 'positively yes'". "Thank you," says 
Scottj thank yau". 

The moat amusing cane waa that of a Skep- 
tical Gentleman who sat a Uttla lO my right. 

"A.B." says the medium, "Who IstthatViA-B." 
"That is mine, madame," says the Skeptical Gentle- 
tnan. He was rather a learned looking person ao 
tho spirits cvldoptly jumped to tho conclusion that 
ho waa a doctor, thus leading their mistress tho 
medium, who could sec that sho had a tough case 
on her hands, Into the sanio error. 

"Vou have somo condition that Is troubling 
you. that you want clearing up.

"No, they are 
not test tubes, (voice getting vaguer and eyes 
more soulful) they are books. Does that convey 
anything to you?" "No madame," says tho bkep- 
tical Gentleman. "It does not." "I see ... I see," 
says the medium, "that you are going into another 
country. Do you always 11 vo In Montreal?" "Some- 
times I go to Toronto." (Very sarcastic). "That's 
It," says the medium, "That's 11," and she added 
"Toronto's a good city but Montreal's a better." 
The joke flopped like a bug of wet sawdust. "Tes 
madame?" saya the Skeptical Gentleman.

"Is she doing commercial drawing?" says the 
medium. "That Is what she Is aiming at". "Then 
this message Is for you, my dear. Tho spirit tells 
me that your sister will do better If sho goes away, 
If she goes to New Tori:. Will you tell her that, 
my dear?" "Yes," I'll tell her, "answers Young In- 
nocent." 

Tho rest of the questions were reasonably 
simple— there were no more tough cttstomers— 
and the answers enually vaeu*. 
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A highly appreciative audience. re- 
ceived last night's presentation of 
"The Apple Cart" at His Majesty's 
•Theatre wltli recurring and generous 
applause and a keen perception of 
Shaw's siillie!? at overytliing and 
everybody, mainly ' democraoy. Al- 
though, to repeat what Is now a pla- 
titude, the Apple Cart Is decidedly 
not one of Shaw's masterpieces of 
humor, It still carries more punch to 
It ar.d throws out more Idea's In the 
guise of amusing cplgram.'j and (;atlr- 
IcM dips than a dor.cn hailed crea- 
tions of comedy within the last tew 
years. 

The play consists of I wo acts com- 
prising two mceting,<i of the Drilish 
cabinet In tho "Future" with Ills 
.MnjCBtj-, King ifagnus and an inter- 
lude In the chamhor.s of thn ICIng's 
Platonic mlHtri>.<;n, Orintliia. The cab- 
inet, a collection of the most varied 
typc.^ of •tlio Biill! h pro'ict.'irlat undT 
the leadership ot Premier Proteus, 
present an ultimatur.i to King Mag- 
nus to keep out In fact as welt as in 
appearance from the government ot 
tho country' and leave every power In 
the hands of the ministers. Thi.". the 
king refuse.'? to do and proposes to 
abdicate and, divesting himself of all 
lltle.i stand for Parllnr.iont tor tho 
Royal Borough of Windsor. The. Pre- 
mier und his ministers rcaliKo that 
the king once a member of Parlla. 
ment would quickly rise lo the dom- 
inent position In tho country and 
they tear up the ultimatum. 

This Is tho skeleton of llio play. 
Shaw, as old as ho Is, invests it with 
tho flc.<îh and blood of satire and 
comedy with deadly seriousness lurk- 
ing In tho shadows. The most amus- 
ing Incidents are the long-winded 
petition of Sir. 'V'anhatten, the U. S. 
Ambassador offering King Magnus 
the crown of a united England and 
United States; iho mccuo where the 
"divine" Orinthla" overpowers Mag- 
nus by tickling him and any scene 
where the President ot the Board of 
Trade, a London cockney, appears 
and disports himself. 

The acting was distinguished 
throughout by abllity and smoothness 
of handling. The palm in this respect 
goes to Barry Jones in the role of 
lying Magnus, followed closely by A. 
P. Laye .is Presiednt of the Board of 
Ti-ade, Maurice Colboui'ne as Prime 
Minister and last but not least hy 
Miss O'livc r.eovcj-Smlth as tin- 
"pl.itonic" Orlnthia. 

Besieed affording a highly arnun- 
Ing evening the play supplies one with 
a fresh supply Af Shavian epigrams, 
t know that T shall never hear the 
name ot .\1 Capone mentioned with- 
out thinking of the definition of an 
American given by the Powermlstrcss 
General, I^yslstrala, "a wop trying :o 
iniasinc himself a Piigrlm l-'ath-^r." 



It is very Irritating for anybody, who like the 
undersigned has hod some faith in human Intel- 
ligence, to aee about 300 Individuals mostly females 
of ollhor sex, flabbergasted and damfooaled by the 
antics oit a etout woman with supposed contacts 
In tho -U'orld Beyond, or as all good, little spiritual- 
ists call it, the Higher Plane of Existence, It hurts 
one's sensibilities even more to read of otherwise 
clear-headed human belnga sometimes admittedly 
Intelligent, who talk gravely of emanations, 
thought transference, tho Spiritual Eslstenco of 
tho Ego after Bodily Death, spirit messages, 
materialisation, pranlo energy, and auch-llko liunf 
bug with a "higher aeriousness" which la positive, 
ly awe-inspiring.

head and its blessings, nobody with throe ounces 
of grey matter under his bald-pate will seriously 
dispute. It Is of no use to urge the fact that such 
estimable personages as Sir Arthur Conan Doyle 
and Sir Oliver Lodge are tho hlgh-prlests of the 
cult and that they should know. I recommend In 
this respect for your careful perusal the writings 
of Sir Arthur on Spiritualism and the "Itnymond" 
of Sir Oliver: with the only comment that If these

So prevalent and trite tha\ It has 
become' practically a strulsni Is the 
Idea that one gets more out of % 
collegiate bull-session than out of any-' 
thing else connected with the Uni- 
versity. "I get more out of a session 
than out ot going to class," is tho 
common form. Well, there are ses- 
sions, and there are sessions — 

There's the kind that comes after a 
game, when the boys gather 'round 
and discuss the relative merits of tho 
players, wliother Smith or Brown 
made the most points, and what wei-o 
the biggest faults of tho opposing 
team's tactics. There's the kind that 
comes after a dance, when the mus'c 
the punch and tho dates are hashed 
over In retrospect, so to speak.

nientmn in a geometric progression. 
.Statecrait must bo revised to suit the 
new conditions. 

Ovar-Taxatlon Causa* Daellna 
Due to the advancement of science, 
in spite of debates over tlie advlsabll- 
Jly of war. In tho main It was never 
held In Buch horror as now. We re- 
member tho picturesque horrors, such 
as terrific chiu-ges and bombardments, 
but thore is aJso tlie succeeding hor- 
ror of the burden of taxation. The 
nation of today nerves In a war as e 
totality, and tollowinr thai pÀys for 
it. And overtaxation is a cause of 
na,tionaJ decline." 

To bear out Uiis la.st statement. Dr. 
Colby gave tlie last 200 years of tho 
Roman Empire as an example. Their 
stupid oyer-taxatlon was continued 
through this whole period, and 
evontuaJly wiped out the wliolo mid- 
dle class, leaving only a i«w govern- 
ment officials, some soldiers, and a 
few others. "Over-lasatlon was not 
tho only force In the downfail," fia 
continued, "but nothing olso was 
ipore completely wrong." 

Some Selfishness Nccastary 
Because of the easy way in which 
people can kill each other now by 
rieans of scientific warfare, and be-

den of taxation, Dr. Colby advocated 
his "broader selfishneso" In state, 
craft Instead of the iiarrower policies 
which . )>Mg|{j>Hh^g«iv beèn ' ifollo\ved.., 
"Let it bajSî^^ ^tta ',t every govern- 
ment must l^^^ffi^' he said, "aji

During a blizzard Ihe Hiram struck 
and all the seamanship of her capt.-iln 
and crew could not fuive lior, Witliln 
II few feet of tho shore, she Impaled 
herself upon n pinnacto of rock and 
the seas began to break over her. 

Tho crew swam rushore. They for- 
got the valuable, cargo tlmt was In the 
breaking vessel. Ilul tho caiitaiii lllli'.l 
n bag with gold pieces imd tied II 
around his waist before ho Ictl iho 
whip, Tho weight ot golj carried him 
down and ho couM not free himself 
of the heavy bag to keep his head 
above water. J5o ho drowned In alglit 
of safety. 

Tho sailors were gathered In tho 
fisherman's cot and In tho days that 
followed when the storms had ceased 
tho fisherman and his family searched 
the shores and reefs ot tho bay, and, 
rumor Jins It, they found a great por- 
tion ot tlio golden cargo, but they 
never found tho gold weighted body ot 
the captain which, perhaps, still kooivi 
watch over tho gold which caused his 
death.
